Syracuse, N. Y., Sept. 5.—Tile state 
Progressives have flung all of the har­ 
mony fat into the fire, and the lead­ 
ers are now engaged in a real down­ 
right old fashioned scrimmage over 
candidat: s for governor. 
The- first 
session of the convention to n o m in a te 
a complete state ticket and electors 
was called to order in the arena at ll 
o’clock this morning. 
After 
the speech of 
Temporary 
Chairman Davenport, former Repre­ 
sentative W. Bourke Cochran deliv­ 
ered an address and the convention 
adjourned until tomorrow’, when Gov­ 
ernor Hiram W. Johnson of Califor­ 
nia, the Progressive candidate for vice 
president, is to deliver a speech to 
the convention. It may be possible to 
get to nominations Friday afternoon 
and evening, but there is a possibility 
of the convention lasting until Satur­ 
day. This delay, if it happens, will be 
due to wide-open discussions concern­ 
ing the platform and the rumpus 
which has developed over the candi­ 
date for governor.

cism is directed against William H. 
Hotchkiss, chairman of the provisional

tion in Chicago, that all the e differ­ 
ences had been healed to the sr tis fac­ 
tion of the nu n and women of Mr.

It is stated that in the event of Mr 
Hotchkiss’s nomination for governor 
Virgil K. Kellogg of Watertown will 
be made chairman of the state com­ 
mittee* which is to supersede the pro­ 
visional state committee organized by 
Mr. Hotchkiss.

Road Making 


Final Article.—Road Main­ 
tenance and Repair.

ll ERE is uo phase of the subject 
of road improvement so imper 
tant and which is so often neg­ 
lected as that of maintenance 
Roads may be constructed in a most 
scientific manner aud out of the best 
materials available, but unless they 
are properly maintained they will soon 
er or later go to pieces. On the other 
hand, roads may be never so poor, but 
w’itb systematic repair and mainte­ 
nance they may be rendered passable 
at ail seasons of the year for ordinary 
traffic. No road has ever been so well 
constructed t Ilat it did not need to be 
maintained. 
Even the tremendously 
massive roads of the Romans have al­ 
most disappeared, largely for lack of 
maintenance. 
The terms maintenance and repair 
are very frequently used as synonyms, 
but there is a wide* distinction between 
these two operations. 
To maintain a 
road means to keep it always in good 
condition, while to repair it means to 
make it good only occasionally. 
In

other words, repair •eta in after main 
tenante fails to keep the road In proper 
condition 
No state or community has ever built 
or kept in repair a system of first class 
improved roads under the personal 
service or tabor tax system. 
In fact, 
this 
'tem is not applicable to any 
class of rend const ruction or mainte­ 
nance. not even to earth roads. 
Its 
principles are unsound, its operations 
unjust, ii s i tact ice wasteful, and the 
results obtained under it are unsatis­ 
factory in every particular. 
Undoubtedly the best system of main­ 
tenance is that which provides for the 
permanent employment of skilled la­ 
borers or ca retakers w ho may have 
charge of particular sections of road 
or who may be assigned lo any part of 
the county where the work is most 
needed 
Men employed iu this way be­ 
come experts in their particular line of 
work, aud if they make mistakes one 
year they are pretty apt to correct 
them tbemext; but. under the labor tax 
system, these mistakes are repeated 


returning on the opposite side. Unless 
the road is already in good condition it 
should be dragged after every heavy 
rain, when the mud is in such condi­ 
tion as to puddle well and still not ad­ 
here too much to the drag. A few trips 
over the road will give the operator & 
clew as to the best time to drag. Drag 
at all seasons of the year, but do net 
drag a dry road. 
lf a road Is dragged 
immediately before a cold spell the 
road will freeze smooth. 
Always drag a little toward the cen 
ter with the aim of keeping the slope 
of the crown about an inch to the fa st 
If the drag cuts too much shorten the 
bitch or change your position or the 
drug. 
The best results from dragging 
are obtained only by repeated applica­ 
tions. 
A good system of dragging Is 
that which is practiced iii Kansas and 
Iowa, where road authorities are au­ 
thorized to let contracts to farmers for 
dragging the.* roads abutting on their 
lands 
hi the maintenance of hard roads, 
such as gravel aud macadam, different 
methods must be pursued. The causes 
of wear on hard roads are the weather, 
the wheels of vehicles and horses* 
shoes. 
The weather acts to some ex­ 
tent directly on the materials, but to a 
much greater degree indirectly. 
Frost 
is one of the most active of the destruc­ 
tive agencies. The expansion and con­ 
traction caused by frost sometime* 
lead to a general disintegration of the 
surface. This is especially true where 
clay is used as a binder and where the 
road surface is porous or the drainage 
poor. 
When such a road thaws out 
after a hard frost the macadam will 
practically be a layer of loose stones. 
into which the traffic will cut, forming 
ruts. Frost has but little if any effect 
on a dry, well kept road. 
Look after the drainage very carefub 
ly in the fall and lie sure that the sur­ 
face is as nearly waterproof as pos­ 
sible. so that the road will go into the 
winter dry and not full of water. 
Vio­ 
lent rains often wash out the binder 
and sometimes the smaller stones as 
well, leaving the surface both rough 
and porous. 
The amount of material 
lost from the road by this means is 
often larger than the toll exacted by 
traffic. 
The following hints may be found 
useful in the maintenance and repair 
of gravel and macadam roads: 
Never allow’ a rut or bole to remail 
on the road, but fill it at once with 
chips from the stone heap. 
When the 
road is built the contractor should be* 
required to place at least IOO tons of 
surface material and screenings at a 
convenient place for each mile of roo# 
constructed. 
Always use chips stet 
patching and for all repairs during the 
summer months. 
, 
Never put fresit stone on the road it 
by cross pi* king and raking the sur­ 
face can lie kept in the proper coudi- 
Hon end cross section. 
The rake Is 
the most useful tool used in road 
maintenance 
Large patches of stone 
should not l>e spread ever the whole 
width of the road at one time. 
Tile 
bulk of all repairs should be made be­ 
fore Christmas, so that the road will 
£0 through the winter in good condi­ 
tion 
In moderately dry weather alway* 
pick up the old surface into ridges six 
inches apart and remove all large and 
projecting stones before applying new- 
material. 
Never apply stones more 
than one stone deep, but add a second 
layer w’hen the first is w’orn in if one1 
layer is not sufficient 
Never crack 
stones on the road, for If you do a 
smooth surface will be out of the ques­ 
tion 
Never leave the stones in ridge* 
All large stones, blocks of wood ami 
other obstructions used for diverting 
traffic should bo removed at nightfall. 
or the consequences may be serious. 
Never put a stone on tin* road for re- 
pairiug purposes that will not pass 
freely in every direction through a tw’o 
inch ring. 
Smaller stones should be 
used for patching. 
Macadam’s ad vine 


of road or to do a particular class of 
work he will soon learn to take pride 
and interest in his work. 
While it w’ould be manifestly impos­ 
sible to adopt this system throughout 
the entire country on account of limit­ 
ed resources and sparse population, 
still it is believed that there are many 
places where it might be used with 
great sue* ess. 
It would be difficult to 
find a county which is so poor that it 
could not afford to employ continuously 
eight or ten laborers and three or four 
teams to maintain and repair Its roads 
There are many counties, however, 
which could well afford to employ tea 
times such a force 
That such a plan 
would be more effective than the labor 
tax system would appear to be self 
evident. 
Of all our roads the earth roads are 
probably tlie most neglected. 
Experi­ 
ence bas shown that by proper main­ 
tenance earth roads may be transform­ 
ed into something berier than elongat­ 
ed raudholes.
